Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant's representative and the Examiner of Record discussed 
proposed amendments to the claims with respect to the references of record. It was agreed that the proposed 
amendments overcome US 5.298,255 to Sawamoto et al, but not agreed that they overcome the two patents to Dinh 
that are relied upon. It is the position of the examiner that a declaration under 37 C.F.R. 1 .132 demonstrating 
unobviousness would be required for those claims rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). Applicant is reminded that those 
claims rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) can not be overcome with a declaration under 35 C.F.R. 1.132. Since the 
proposed amendment overcomes one of the rejections (i.e. would therefore simplify issues on appeal) and does not 
require further search and consideration (does not overcome Dinh patents relied upon), the proposed amendment 
appears to be enterable. 
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
